Applicant argues that Young does not discuss the intragroup color distance as minimum 
and maximum. The intragroup aspect can be found in that the intragroup consists of 
all N colors of pixels within a group of P1 ... Pn. See col. 9, lines 45-53. 

Applicant argues that claims 19, 39 and 45 are analogous to claim 1 and are allowed 
for the same reason that claim 1 should be allowed. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees for the reasons as provided above with respect to claim 1 . 

At page 3 of the argument, with respect to claim 38 applicant argues that Young does 
not address a color window and that the window is not directed to an input color 
image. With respect to the first point, applicant's claim is broad enough to cover a 
three dimensional window which is what Young describes. Young teaches that this 3-D 
window is directed to input color image data. With respect to the second point, 
directed to the input color image, see step B of figure 4 and col. 9, lines 5-10. 

Therefore, the examiner contends that Young teaches the claimed invention.
